The examination finished, Mgr., Martinelli 
will lay aside his mitre, kiss the altar, and 
say the confession, then ascend to his 
throne and proceed with the mass. He will 
then bless the vestments in, turn, and the 
assistant Bishops and acolytes will confer 
them upon Bishop-elect Muldoan, beginning 
with the amice, a white silk cloth _— size of 


a kerchief, edged with expensive whitelace. 
This is tied about the neck or carried in 
the hand. Next will come the alb, a sort 
of long surplice with the lower part of heavy. 
band-made lace and the upper part, which 
covers the shoulders, of linen. Woven into 
the edge of the lace is a row of small pearls. 
The cost of the vestment alone is 81,000. 
The alb will be secured about the body by 
the cincture, a broad sash of white tasseled 
silk embroidered in pearls and amethysts. 
The maniple, which will then be conferred, 
is a vestment of heavy white silk, embroid- 
ered and fringed with gold thread in a 
Romanesque design of spangled rays and 
ivy leaf. In the center of each sunburst is 
a large amethyst. The. stole will then be 
— and put about the neck ot the can- 
didate. 


All this time chants and prayers and vari- 
ous invocations laden with tradition will have 


inte! the eonferring ot the vestments. 
A. jal choir will sing the litany V. nil 
Creator Spiritus. At last Cardinal Martinelli 


will bless the pectoral cross and hang it 
about the neck of the Bishop-elect. The 
cross is of solid gold, ornamented with fili- 
gree work after an ancient Roman design, 
and showing a single amethyst set on either 
side at the intersection of the arms. The 
golden chain from which the cross hangs is 
worn over the alb. 

Amid further supplications Father Muldoon 
will don the dalmatics, two white silk upper 
vestments, similar to a short surplice and 
both lavishly adorned with pearls and 
amethysts. Cardinal Martinelli will himself 
confer the chasuble, which is the crowning 
glory of the vestments in point of richness. 
Bishop Muldoon’s will be a rare specimen of 
the embroiderer’s art, and is valued at $2,500. 
The silk which forms the body of the vest- 
ment is pearl white, and was obtained by 
special order from the Chinese stock held in 
reserve in Pekin for the needs of the Vatican. 
Heavy gold thread has been used in working 
the Romanesque design of roses and scrolls 
upon the background. Amethysts, diamonds, 
and pearls are worked into the design seem- 
ingly without stint. So heavy is the decora- 
tion of gold upon the vestment that the 
whole robe weighs a trifle more than ten 
pounds. 


Pastoral Staff Conferred. 


Thus arrayed. the Bishop-elect will pros- . 


trate himself before the Cardina!’s throne, 
and then, kneeling, receive the gospel, the 
printed page being pressed upon his neck 
and shoulders, After removing his biretta 
and having his head and palms anointed 
the candidate will be ready to receive the 
pastoral staff. His Eminence the Cardinal 
will sprinkle the crosier with holy water and 
confer it upon the Bishop-elect with the ex- 
planation that it signifies the correction of 
vices and the giving of judgment.

Receives a Bishop’s Miter. 

At this juncture Father. Muldoon, accom- 
panied by the assistant Bishops, will retire 
to his chapel and have his head cleansed 
with bread crumbs. Reappearing he will 
approach the Cardinal, who will bless the 
miter and bestow it upon the head of the 
Bishop-elect, repeating in Latin that the 
symbol is the helmet of protection and sal- 
vation armed with the horns’ of 
both testaments that he may seem terrible 
to the opponents of truth.” Bishop Mul- 
doon’s miter will match his chasuble in ma- 
terial and decoration. Front and back will 
bear a maltese. cross in gold embroidery sur- 
rounded by wild roses. 

The pontifical gloves will. Mkewise be 
blessed and drawn upon the Bishop-elect’s 
hands by the consecrator. The gloves sig- 
nify the purity which shall always attach 
to the hands of a Bishop. Another prayer 
follows, and then Father Muldoon will be 
escorted to the Bishop's throne and the con- 
secration will be complete. 

Cardinal’ Martinelli will then begin the 
beautiful Catholic hymn, *“* We Praise Thee, 
O, Lord,” which will be taken up by the 
choir, and at the same moment the ceremony 
will reach the height of its grandeur, when 
Bishop Muldoon will rise from his throne, 
and, crosier in hand, make the round of the 
cathedral escorted by the assistant Bishops 
and blessing the people. Returning to the 
altar the new Bishop will again bless the peo- 
ple, after which a prayer and a hymn will 
end the ceremony. 

All arrangements for the consecration are 
now complete and most of the vestments 
have’ been received. Nearly every arriving 
steamer brings some article of vesture for 
the young Bishop-elect. 


Cardinal Goes to Milwaukee. 


Cardinal Sebastien Martinelli left Chicago 
yesterday afternoon for Milwaukee, where 
he will dedicate today the Polish Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Josephat. His Emi- 
nence was accompanied in a special train 
on the St. Paul road by his secretary. the 
Rev. F. Z. Rooker, and by the Rt. Rev. F. X. 
Katzer, Archbishop of Milwaukee. Many 
members of Archbishop Feehan's cabinet 
and nearly 200 Chicago priests also made the 
trip to attend the ceremony.

Corpora- 
tion Counsel Walker has prepared an opin« 
fon which holds that the ordinance is valid 
and effective in prescribing a maximum rate 
for all telephone service. 

The telephone company endéavored to prove 
that the rates established in 1899 were ap- 
plicable only to the service then established 
—now too antiquated for modern business 
methods. The arguments of the attorneys 
did not convince Mr. Walker. He was asked 
to wait until other authorities upholding the 
contention of the company were secured 
from New York. A delay of a week wae 
granted for this purpose, but the company, 
did not succeed in persuading the Corpora- 
tion Counsel that his interpetration of the 
ordinance was wrong.

Old Service by Grounded Wire. ' 
When the ordinance was accepted by the 
company in 1899, a schedule of rates was 
filed with the City Clerk.

GIBBONS HELPED 0 BENCE 


ENFEEBLED BY LONG ILLNESS, HE 
‘RETURNS TO COURT. | 


Sentences Dr. Michael N. Regent, Con- 
vleted Insurance Conspirator, to the 
Penitentiary — Burdened with His 
Ailment and Depressing Tempera- 
ture, Jurist Tempers Judgment with 
Merey — Assisted to His Chair by

Enfeebled by his long illness, and further 
weakened by the effects of the heat, but 


spurred by a sense of duty, Judge John Gib- 


bons returned to his courtroom yesterday 
long enough to sentence to the penitentiary 
Dr. Michael N. Regent, the convicted in- 
surance conspirator. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Gibbons, to prevent his overtaxing 
his strength. Two vases of flowers greeted 
him from the bench. 

All too plainly did the appearance of the 
jurist reflect his recent desperate conflict 
with physical ailments. He was assisted to 
the courtroom by two bailiffs, and supported 
himself on the bench when he arose to an- 
nounce that the motion for a new trial for 
Regent had been overruled. His voice was 
weak, and, while he smiled a recognition of 
friends, it was apparent his health was far 
from being restored. “ 3 

Yet, with the burden of sickness and de- 
pressing temperature weighing upon him, 
the spirit of kindly charity manifested itself 
in his statement prefacing his sentence of 
the prisoner. It this case was an ordinary 
one,” said the jurist, ‘“‘ I would be inclined 
to suspend sentence on Dr. Regent, as I 
greatly sympathize with his wife and chil- 
dren. But in a matter of this nature, in- 
volving such serious consequences to the 
public, the court has no right to do other- 
wise than to carry out the mandate of the 


law.“ 
Clemency to Mrs. O’Brien. 

Again did Judge Gibbons forget his own 
afflictions in dealing with Mrs. Nora O’Brien, 
another of the defendants. ‘“‘ The testimony 
against Mrs. O’Brien was unsatisfactory, 
and the court probably ought to have direct- 
ed a verdict of not guilty as to her.“ said he.

FASTS FOR EIGHTEEN DAYS; 
LOWERS WEIGHT 101 POUNDS. 


Dr. Louis A. Melze, a Dentist, Makes a 
Record for Reducing Flesh—Heroic 
Remedy to Restore Health. 


Dr. Louis A. Melze holds the record for re- 
ducing flesh. Three months ago he weighed 
278 pounds. Yesterday he only tipped the 
scales at 177, and is still losing flesh. He is 
a dentist and is the father of three children. 
He lives at 449 Douglas boulevard. He re- 
duced his flesh by fasting. During the three 
months he fasted eighteen days. In the first 
ten days he lost thirty-three pounds, and in 
the next eight days his weight was reduced 
by forty pounds. His average loss for four 
days was five and one-quarter pounds. 

Dr. Melze was taken ill three months ago 
with cardiac asthma and decided to try rigid 
“Het as a cure. He went ten days without a 
meal. Then he felt much relieved and began 
to eat meat. He went to Lookout Mountain 
and there became worse. Then he began an 
eight days’ fast. During his two fasts and 
the convalescent stage he lost 101 pounds. 

“Tt was a question either of fast or die,” 
said Dr. Melze last night, and, of course, I 
preferred the first. Fasting, like everything 
else, becomes a matter of habit. When once 
you get used to it you don't mind it at all. 
After the third day you don’t care whether 
you get anything to eat or not. You don’t 
even want to drink water. In the last three 
days I don’t think I drank a glass of water a 
day. A man who is fleshy could fast fifty 
days as easy as ten days after he had passed 
his first three days’ ordeal.”

WEEDS CUT BY CITIZENS. 


LED BY ALD. BUTTERWORTH, RES- 
IDENTS DO PUBLIC WORK. 


Men in Chicago Lawn Arm Themselves 
with Scythes and Sickles and Make 
a Vigerous War on Bank Growth— 
Uncover Sidewalks That Had Been 
Hidden for Weeks—Women Help by 
Carrying Water and Lemonade to 
the Mowers. 


Divested of coat and collar, and wielding 
a sharp scythe, Alderman William M. But- 
terworth of the Thirty-first Ward led fifty 
earnest workers in a battle against weeds in 
Chicago Lawn yesterday - afternoon. For 
over three hours the residents of the ward, 
under the guidance of their Councilman, cut 
and hacked at the rank growth to accomplish 
a work that the depleted City Treasury could 
not pay for. The women aided by carrying 
water and lemonade to the bands of mowers. 

The citizens were urged to the task at a 
mass-meeting last Monday night, at which 
it was explained that since the $1,000 appro- 
priated for use in street improvement in the 
west end of the ward, where Chicago Lawn 
is located, had been withdrawn by the city 
owing to lack of money, and weed cutting 
would have to be done by the citizens. The 
men of the district agreed to undertake the 
task, providing Alderman Butterworth, who 
is said to be the best mower in Chicago Lawn, 


Restore Sidewalks to View. 


Early in the afternoon groups of men, 
armed with sickles and scythes, were sent to 
various localities to cut away the high under- 
growth from crossings and sidewalks. Each 
group formed itself into a rescue party to 
restore to sight the sidewalks, which had been 
lost completely under a tangle of white 
clover. Some of the workmen were experi- 
enced wielders of the scythe, while others 
with more zeal than skill handled it like a golf

The parties met near South Central Park 
avenue and Sixty-third street about 5 o' clock 
and leaned wearily on their scythes, while 
Alderman Butterworth detailed parties to cut 
the weeds on both sides of the principal 
streets, and in all directions were seen eyi- 
dences of the work of the “ weed cutting 


Recourse to these heroic measures by 
householders followed complaint from all 
over Chicago Lawn. It is said that notin ten 
years have white clover and weeds grown so 
high. Pedestrians were driven to the roads, 
as the sidewalks were hidden from view. 
Lately, however, the roads 
choked, and the weeds have become a breed- 
ing place for mosquitoes. 


Boasts of Prowess with Scythe. 


“If the city cannot afford to hire our weeds 
cut, we can. do it ourselves,“ said Alderman 
I think I can handle a scythe 
about as well as the next man, and I am 
working a little every night at» mowing. 
Everybody is responding to the call for weed 
cutters. The policeman detailed in Chicago 
Lawn. has been working faithfully. I think 
I shall introduce an ordinance to have all the 
police in outlying districts furnished with 
scythes so they can cut down weeds during 
spare moments the way the rest of us have to 
do during the period of financial depression 
in the city treasury.

Experiment with Fung.

It was decided that the plan of economy 
could not be tried in the downtown district. 
Saturday night is recognized as one of the 
hardest on the streets. The crowds are dou- 
bled and the accumulations increased triple. 
For this reason it was decided the sweep- 
ers could not be taken off the businese streets, 
and they cleaned up late last night. Even 
with the regular Saturday night sweeping 
the appearance of the streets on Sunday isa 
worse than at any other time during the 
week, and it wae recognized that to abandon 
the Saturday night cleaning would be al- 
most impossible. 

Not all the streets in the resident district 
are gone over on Saturdays, even when the.

To Meet Mayor’s Reduction. 

The order to stop work on the last two days 
of the week was issued by Commissioner of 
Public Works Blocki to aid in meeting the 
20 per cent reduction ordered by the Mayor.

t has been inferred, naturally, from the 
report given of the Ambassador's words that 
he meant to foreshadow such concesions by 
the British government as would make the 
proposed canal treaty acceptable to the 
American Senate, whose views on the sub- 
ject are well known and defined. It may be 
noted, in passing, that this interpretation of 
his Lordship’s meaning has aroused no pub- 
lic resentment in this country. Lord Paunce- 
fote, however, authorizes the statement that 
he has said nothing to justify any such in- 
ference. He has, in fact, furnished no in- 
formation whatever about the pending nego- 
tiations, beyond what was known publicly 
before he left Washington, the reason being 
that there had been absolutely no develop-

5 Statement by the Ambassador. 

No good purpose could be served by pub- 
lishing the Ambassador’s comments upon 
the interview as printed, and it will suffice 
to give his statement, which is as follows:

It must be repeated, however, what was 
said on the highest official authority on the 
eve of the amendment of the treaty by the 
United States Senate, that Great Britain will 
insist upon the neutrality of the- canal in 
-peace and war. It is necessary only to re- 
read the Marquis of Lansdowne's rejection of 
the amended treaty to understand that Great 
Britain's position on this point is uncompro- 
mising. 

It is too early to estimate the effect of Brit- 
ish politics of the recent speeches of Lord 
Rosehery and Mr. Asquith.

Will Work as a Layman. 

Mr. Bullen, like Bunyan before him, has 
known his Bible and formed his terse Saxon 
style upon Isaiah and David; and in religion 
he is a natural independent and non-conform- 
ist, appressed by the reality of.things in- 
visible and self-impelled, whether on ship- 
board among sailors or in the dark town 
alleys and country lanes, to preach to his 
fellow-men. I do not know whether he will 
be heard in camp-meetings in Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard when he visits New Bed- 
ford in August; but he will not wait for 
an invitation to become a lay preacher.

Mr. Bullen is to safl for Boston on Aug. 1 
with his family, and will make New Bedford 
his first halting place.

These companies cannot do otherwise, be- 
lieving, as they do, that the Amalgamated 
association if it became complete master of 
the labor situation would attempt to assume 
practical control of the business of the em- 
ployers. Labor organizations when they have 
felt themselves strong enough to rule sel- 
dom have failed to make the attempt. The 
fears of the steel companies are not without 
foundation. 

The question is, therefore, how long a 
siege the Amalgamated association will 
stand. The strike in which it is now en- 
gaged began at the top and not at the 
bottom. It is the scheme of the President 
of the association and not of its members, 
It is an ambitious project on his part to 
take advantage of conditions which he con- 
siders favorable to extend the power of the 
organization at the head of which he stands. 
His orders to quit work have been obeyed 
with promptness, but without enthusiasm. 

When u strike is the result of poverty 
and despair it is difficult to gauge its length. 
The men who feel that they will starve 
anyhow, even when at work, unless they 
can get higher wages, are the ones who hold 
out to the bitter end. Poorly paid coal 
miners may be expected to display more 
fortitude than well paid workers in steel 
mills, 

The members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation have not gone out for higher wages. 
They have been getting good wages and 
living Comfortably. Their strike fund will 
go but a little ways towards doing for them 
what their regular pay has done. Their 
standard of living is far higher than that 
of the coal miners and they will feel sooner 
the pressure of non-employment and begin 
to question the wisdom of the policy of 
their President. 3 

The indications are that the latter has 
made a serious mistake—that he thought 
the United States Steel corporation more 
vulnerable than it is. Had he been more 
conservative he could have obtained con- 
cessions which would have strengthened the 
Amalgamated association somewhat. As it 
it he has led his men to the slaughter. He 
has thrown several thousands of them out 
of work and has interfered to an undeter- 
mined extent with a great industry. So 
long as “ orgahized labor” can secure po 
wiser leaders the objections to its obtaining 
a monopoly of the labor market will remain 
unanswerable.

But now they penetrate 
the grassless, breezeless slum districts in 
search of tired mothers and their children 
who would be most benefited by fresh air 
aud out-of-door delights, and they do not 
rest themselves until rest for these unfor- 
tunates.is also possible. The kind of char- 
ity, that expresses itself in Camp Good 
Will” and like organizations is of the pur- 
est kind, and it is like mercy in being doubly 
blessed, in “ blessing him who gives and him 
who takes.” One can have no conscientious 


| qualms about aid of this kind, for, though 


money may often be unwisely bestowed, 
fresh air and pure food -are never misap- 
plied. 

Even a well-to-do housekeeper sighs for 
‘relief from the weary routine of housework 
aud the charm that lies in meals that have 
the quality of unexpectedness, and if this 
is so of the fortunate homekeeper it must 
be doubly true of the woman who not only 
has many mouths to feed but must prepare 
all the viands that are put into those gaping 
caverns. It is to be hoped that this form 
of philanthropy will increase each year, that 
outings and vacations will no longer be 
looked upon as the exclusive privilege of 
‘the well-to-do, and that those who have a 
surplus amount of vacation money will seek 
this wise form. of investment. | 


USE STERILIZED MILK FOR CHILDREN. 

It may be weeks before the Health de- 
partment is able to secure the proper stand- 
ard of purity in the milk supply of this 
city. Meanwhile the consumpfion of milk 
must continue, and must still be attended 
with danger. Unless the milk is subjected 
to some process by which animal and vege- 
table impurities, are removed it is not fit 
for invalids and young children. Even to 
the mature and the robust it is not without 
its evil effects. But to the young and the 
weak it is likely to be fatal. It is in recog- 
nition of this state of things that some of 
the social settlements of Chicago have be- 
gun to provide their districts of the city 
with-milk that has been sterilized. The ad- 
vantages are obvious, and it is likely that 
many children will in this way be enabled. 
to survive the summer. The milk is steril- 
ized in the settlements and is sold in seven- 
ounce bottles at two cents a bottle, or two 
bottles for three cents. The selling price 
is low, but it is maintained at that level by 
the generosity of certain humane friends of 
the movement, 

The milk in its sterilized form has be- 
come popular in the neighborhoods where 
it has been tried, but its undoubted value 
| has not yet received the wide recognition it 

deserves. The settlements concerned were 
obliged to attract the attention of adjacent 
districts by issuing cards in various lan- 
guages. On these cards are described in 
lively. terms the unwholesome qualities of 
the milk which often is sold in the tene- 
ment wards. The English, German, and 
Italian cards, which are headed with the 
words Danger! “‘Gefabr!” and“ Peri- 
colo!“ are startling enough, but the Polish, 
“ Niebezpieczenstwo!”’ is admitted to be the 
most effective. The milk could hardly be 
worse than that word would imply.

CHICAGO MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 

Recently the Mothers and Babies’ Hos- 
pital of New York passed out of existence. 
A new hospital of the kind is to be opened 
soon, It is said that it will have an en- 
dowment fund of a million dollars, to be 
contributed by a few wealthy New-York- 
ers. The directors of the Chicago Mater- 
nity Hospital would deem themselves most 
fortunate if Chicago generosity were to 
give their institution a fraction of stich an 
endowment fund. 

That hospital is a capital illustration of 
the steady, conscientious use of a paltry in- 
come. For five years it has struggled with 
a want of funds, but in the midst of financia! 
embarrassments it has continued to accom- 
plish the purpose of its existence. Tt has 
afforded shelter, comfort, and the advantages 
of the best ‘scientific treatment to several 
hundreds of women and children who would 
haye been exposed otherwise to the evil 
consequences that follow upon neglect. 

When. one observes the character of the 
work done by this institution it becomes a 
matter of regreat that it is altogether with- 
out endowment and is dependent for its 
support upon incidental or annual subscrip- 
tions. The officers of the hospital must be 
obliged to spend no inconsiderable part of 
their, time in securing the uncertain in- 
come upon which the hospital subsists. That 
they should be thus diverted from their 
proper, duties in the hospital itself must 
to some extent dissipate their energies and 
impair the quality of their work. With 
an endowment this difficulty would be re- 
moved, And there coyld be no place where 
an endowment would be used with greater 
immediate results. The hospital has passed 
the experimental stage. Its income could 
be applied at once to the uses that ex- 
perience has shown to be most necessary. 
The man of wealth who should place the 
hospital beyond the reach of financial re- 
verses would run no risk of seeing his money 
misappropriated. It would bring him large 
and quick returns. 


SLANDERING ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 

The Secretary of the Navy has ordered 
the discontinuance of the use at the Naval 
Academy as a text book of the third volume 
of Maclay’s History of the American Navy 
until the text shall have beenrevised. That 
volume, which covers the naval operations 
of the recent war with Spain, is the work 
of an envenomed partisan and not of an 
impartial historian. In the account of the 
battle of Santiago all those charges against 
Admiral Schley, whose falsity has so often 
been demonstrated, are warmed up for the 
instruction of the youth at the Nava! Acad- 
emy, and are said to be true. The Ad- 
miral is accused of cowardice, insubordina- 
tion, and lying. It is said that in any other 
service than this he would have been court- 
martialed. So intemperate is the language 
employed that even the author admits that 
he has gone too far. 

In justice to Secretary Long it should 
be said that he was ignorant of the offensive 
passages in this book until a day or so 
ago. Portions of the proofs of it were 
submitted to him, but not of that portion 
containing these outrageous charges against 
Admiral Schley. If the Secretary had seen 
them he certainly would have canceled then.

CAR COMPANIES’ COBBLE PAVEMENTS, 

Shall the traction interests be allowed in- 
definitely to blow both hot and cold at the 
same time with reference to the paving 
‘between their tracks? Shall the Union 
Traction company be permitted to plead the 
approaching expiration of its rights on vari- 
ous lines as a reason for neglecting needed 
improvements thereon, while at the same 
time stockholders are invoking the courts 
to declare that those rights do not expire 
for more than half a century yet? Are these 
interests te be allowed, through the clever 
device of having one of these positions rep- 
resented by the company and the opposite 
one by stockholders, to elect neither position 
and take advantage of both as against right- 
ful demands? 

That company is bound under its ordi- 
nances to maintain its right of way with 
proper paving to correspond with the rest 
of the streets occupied. A large number of 
its lines, however, both on the North and the 
West Sides—most, if not all, of them being 
included under its ninety-nine-year claim— 
are paved between the rails, not with the 
material laid on the balance of the streets, 
nor with any material used in modern street 
surfacing, but with the cobble stone paving 
which was laid years ago and is now utterly 
out of date. : | 

Not only is this so, but in the case of a 
large number of streets which have been 
laid with smooth pavements during the last 
two years this company has failed to re- 
pave the space between its rails, and this 
space is today covered with the antiquated, 
filth retaining cobble stone surfacing. 

The fact that the Department of Public 
Works has assented to or at least tolerated 
this situation thus far, while it is a reflec- 
tion upon that department, is at least not 
a reason for the situation being allowed to 
continue. The Union Traction company. 
should, in the case of every recently paved 
street on which its cobble stone strips ap- 
pear, be required, and that, too, without 
further delay, to put its right of way in 
such order that it shall correspond with the 
rest of the paving on these thoroughfares. 

The Public Works department should 
proceed at once in this matter, and if manda- 
tory ordinances prove necessary it should 
ask for these at the first meeting of the 
Council in September. Its past neglect 
emphasizes the propriety of energetic action 
henceforth.

Martin Duffy and Otto Sieloff scraped up a 
few dollars here, there, and everywhere;

The last official “‘ Result bulletin has been 
posted at Washington Park; Caller Sweeney 
has shouted his last All Right.“ Now, what 
of next year? 

No official, or even semi-official, statement 
on this point has emanated from the Wash- 
ington Park club. By some it has been 
thought that because of the attempt to black- 
mail the officials of the track through the 
medtum of arrests early in the meeting—even 
though these attempts resulted in failure 
and in contumely on the heads of the con- 
spirators—there might not be another meet- 
ing at Washington Park until a racing law 
was passed in Illinols. 

Such a decision was reached by the Wash- 
ington Park club directors after the arrest 
of some of its officials in 1804, and the track 
remain closed until 1898. But there is no evi- 
dence of such a turn of affairs in the present 
emergency. The directors of the club are 
annoyed and sometimes exasperated at the 
disadvantageous position in which they are 
placed by deficient laws on racing in Illinois, 
but there is as yet no hint of abandoning the 
policy of annual meetings resumed in 1900. 

It is practically sure there will be another 
American Derby in 1902. It is also a safe 
guess that the added money will be even 
larger than it was for the Derby of 1901.

No intorma- 
tion of such investigation was announced, 
but is was conducted secretly, and the result 
of the inquiry in each case was a conclusion 
that there was little evidence of any fraud. 
One thing is eure. If there were any serious 
attempts at co the real form of horses 
no advantage was gained by such deception, 
for there have been no surprises and kill

SIR THOMAS REMAINS FIRM. 


Lipton Refuses Demands of Striking 
| Sailors and Is Filling Their 
Places in the Crew. ! 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

GREENOCK, July 20.—Sir Thomas Lipton 
has declined to accede to the demands of the 
fifteen men from Shamrock I. whom he 
wished to take to America to help sail the 
challenger. He offered the men a bonus 
of £8 in addition to their wages. The men 
demanded £15. Fresh hands are being ob- 
tained. 

It appears the difference between Sir 
Thomas and his sailors arises from the fact 
that the men employed on Shamrock II. 
are the best sailors procurable and are paid 
£2 a week. The sailors on Shamrock I. are 
paid only the usual wage of 30 shillings. 
With the proffered bonus their whole wage 
‘would not be equal to that of the men em- 
ployed on Shamrock II., and if the crew of 
Shamrock I. is required to. help the latter 
they contend they should receive equal re- 
muneration. 

It is not anticipated that Sir Thomas will 
have any difficulty in filling the places of 
the men who struck. 


Quaker Crew to Visit. 


It is not to be supposed for a moment that 
the increase in the value of stakes and 
purses in 1892 over those of 1901 will be any- 
thing like as great as the increases of 1901 
over 1900, but there will be richer prizes hung 
up, in all probability, for the Derby, and the 
two leading handicaps—the Wheeler and the 
Young. 

In 1900 the meeting was undertaken some- 
what as an experiment. The condition of 
racing locally at the outset of last year was 
too uncertain to make it advisable for the 
track to announce extravagant stakes. But 
when the public rallied to the support of rac- 
ing last year, and public sentiment seemed to 
uphold the propriety of the form of sport 
the directors of the club planned a big in- 

crease of stakes and purses, and this year 
$50,000 more was paid out in stakes and 
purses than last year. Whatever increases 
are made next year will probably be to the 
three big stakes mentioned. 


A feature that is promised for next season 
is a much greater number of Eastern horses 
and horsemen. Information has come from 
the East that the interest there in Washing- 
ton Park racing has been aroused to a degree 
the present season that it never before at- 
tained, and that Eastern trainers and owners 
are saying they will lay their plans to put 
in a month at Washington Park hereafter. 
The reports carried back East by Senators 
Sullivan and McCarren, Clarence Mackay, 
and others who came here from the Hast dur- 
ing the early part of the meeting are largely 
responsible for this change of temperament 
in the East. The news is certainly welcome 
from every point of view. Sectional feeling 
in racing is one of the greatest helps to the 
sport. If Washington Park should become 
the battleground for annual meetings be- 
tween the pick of the East and the pick of 
the West on the running tracks it would add 
immensely to the interest in the sport.

which the Eastern visitors said they liked 
was the forfeit system that prevails here. 
It may surprise many Western turf follow- 
ers to know that the Eastern tracks stil) 
follow the ancient system of collecting for- 
feits when the fellow feels like paying them. 
On the Western tracks the cash entry sys- 
tem has prevailed for years and the winning 
‘owner can figure up just what he has made 
as soon as the numbers have been posted 
officially on a race. Under the old system 
hundreds and even thousands of dollars were 
never paid. Captain Sam Bryant declares 
he is stil) lighting winter fires with forfeits 
that he got when Proctor Knott won the 
Futurity in 1888. It is surprising the class 
of men who “ welch” on their forfeit obli- 
gations. There is a certain wealthy Eastern 
turfman, famous in the financial world, who 
owes the Washington Park club several hun- 
dred dollars in forfeits; and there is a cer- 
tain Southern racing stable which delights 
in whisky names that is said to owe enough 
forfeit money to stock a breeding farm 
Only last Thursday afternoon Secretary 
Howard collected a forfeit that had been 
owing to the Washington Park club since 
1889. The debtor had a horse which hap- 
pened to run second on that day and out of 
the $100 coming to him was taken the §25 


forfeit.

Half a length from the easy moving 
Pink Coat, who was carrying his 118 pounds 
without a falter, was Advance Guard, Dur 
dened with 128 pounds, running gamely and 
true as usual, but without that final burst of 
speed which usually carries him past his Gel 
when he is as close as he was yesterday, A 
neck behind Advance Guard was The Con- 
queror II., who had looked a winner When te 
moved up around the home turn and obtained 
the lead as the field straightened out in the 
stretch, but who succumbed to the superior 
finishing qualities of the two horses In front.

Yet there was an element of justice if

better position when he called on his colt, 
but it is hardly likely Terminus could have 
beaten Pink Coat. Gormley. too, appeared 
to be having trouble down the backstreteh 
keeping Terminus up with his field, and i 
is not altogether improbable Terminus ran 
the race best suited to him. His trainer was 
confident before the event that the colt would 
repeat his victory of the Young Handicap. 


Old Horses in Prime Condition. 


While the race and first money, worth 
$8,385 net to the winner, was won by an 
aged horse, and both the other placed horses 
were in the 4-year-old division, it does not 
prove that the 3-year-olds have gone back, 
but rather that the older horses pointed for 
later stake events have made up the margin 
in training which Robert Waddell and Term 
minus gained in their preparation for thé 
Derby.

He rides on the steepest, narrowest, and smallest track in the 
world—it is only eighteen feet in diameter—on a road racing bi- 
eycle whith is geared at 80, and while doing so Himself and ma- 
chine are practically in a horizontal position. Moreover, he re- 
moves his handlebar and balances his bicycle entirely with his 


legs and ankle motion. 
It is hard to give any adequate idea in 


daring of this achievement, for the track itself rises from the 
stage at an atigie of about 60 degrees and oscillates constantly 
while the cyclist rushes round it.

will not sink the grasshopper when you cast 
it on the water. Get you a good, big, lively 
grasshopper and bait him carefully, leaving 
on all his legs and wings, and so arrang- 
ing the hook that it just comes down Into the 
tail part of the hopper’s body. Now cast 
even more lightly and delicately than you 
have cast with the artificial fly. allowing 
your bait.to swim down near the fringe of 
the grass close in shere, or flicking it into 
some little hollow between the logs under 
the leafy cover of the shore. The trout 
may not have cared for your artificial fr, 
but as to this grasshopper, he finds it simply 
irresistible. Unless he is absolutely gorged 
on this same food—and it takes a great many 
grasshoppers to satisfy even an ordinary 
sized trout—he ‘will think that he must have 
just one more hopper, and this ambition on 
his part may be the cause of his undoing. 
Naturally the playing of the fish is just the 
same as in fly fishing, with the most delica-e 
tackle, and since the art of casting the hop- 
per is one no easier than that of casting the 
artificial fly. the fly fisherman may condone 
the employment of this delicate and difficult 
lure. It is by means of this sort of ba't 
that some of the largest trout of the sea 
Fon are taken, and it is from now on that 
we are most apt to hear of big rainbow trout 
coming from the streams of the lower penin- 


At this time of the year a bdating trip 
down the Au Sable is one of the pleasantest 
experiences one could ask. The boat is made 
purposely for this particular water, and the 
guide controls his craft by means of a setting 
pole and the occasional use of a little anchor, 
which he casts out as a drag, stopping the 
boat when the angler wishes to cast over a 
certain tempting bit of water. Each boat is 
provided with a live box, or well, arranged 
like the center board case of a sailing boat. 
In this live box the fish are placed ag they are 
taken. The boat continues its way on down 
stream hour after hour, around wide deep 
bends or across rapid, rushing shallows, 
until at night the party pitchesj its camp 


if one finds that he has taken too many fish, 
he can free as many as he likes from his 
live box. As the Au Sable bends about in a 
series of great curves, it is possible for one 
to get out from any one of several different 
points to the railroad after one, two, or three 
days’ fishing by boat down stream. The 
usual starting point is at the little town bear- 
ing the pretty and sugges‘five name of Gray- 
ling, Mich. This accessibility, as well as its 
great abundance in fish, has made the Au 
Sable one of the most popular angling 
streams in America. It is not even yet ex- 
hausted, and at this midsummer season,

The distinct feature of the week was the 
sale of the property at the northwest cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Jackson boule- 
yard, known as the Argyle Apartment 
House, the details of which transaction are 
given in another part of Tue Trisunz. 
Bryant H. Barber, who owns the Leland 
Hotel, purchased the property from the 
Peck estate for $300,000 cash. Allowing 
$50,000 for the building, the land brought 
$6,500 a front foot and $37.73 a square 
foot.

Bmith delivered deeds for the property to 
Butler Bros. and the Western Cold Storage 
company. The former acquired the south 
half of the river frontage and that portion 
of the remainder of the property lying south 
of the cold storage warehouse. It has a 
frontage of 156 feet on the Randolph street 
side, with a frontage on the river of 190 feet, 
on West Water street of 419 feet, and 229 
feet om the alley west of West Water street. 
The Cold Storage company acquires 156 feet 
on Lake street, 190 on the river, 343 on West 
Water street, and 153 feet on the alley. Each 
of the parcels gets light on three sides and 
exceptional facilities, owing to the fact that 
West Water street is occupied by six tracks, 
furnishing free switching on the several rall- 
ways.

Excavation work has been begun for the 
construction of the big plant of the Hicks 
locomotive and car works at Chicago 
Heights, Ill. The site selected for this great 
enterprise covers a space of several acres, 
and besides the buildings, which have a shop 
capacity of thirty locomotives and twelve 
passenger coaches, track room will be sup-

The works 
will be the only one of its kind this side of 
Pittsburg, and the manage.aent says no ef- 
forts or money will be spared to make the 
concern one of the best of its kind in the 
country. 

Chicago Heights was selected as the home 
of the new works on account of its superior 
railway and shipping facilities, three belt 
railways and several trunk lines having di- 
rect connection with the new industry.

ADVANCE ABSTRACT PRICES. 


Action of the New Company Arousing 
Much Comment—Real Estate Board 
to Take Action. 


An event of much importance in realty cir- 
cles last week was the posting of a notice by 
the new Consolidated Abstract company to 
the effect that the 50 per cent discount which 
has obtained on guaranty and abstract work 
for about two years would be discontinued 
after July 27. Following within twenty-four 
hours after the consolidation of the Secur- 
ity Title and Trust company and the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, it is commented 
on as a striking confirmation of the appre- 
hensions which have been entertained since 
it was known there was to bea consolidation 
of the three companies. 

The officers of the company declare the new 
schedule to be simply a restoration of old 


| rates of the last two years, which it is as- 
statement made on what is believed to Be 
authoritative sources that the trust will 
shortly restore the 10 per cent commission to 
lawyers and real estate firms on business 
given to it In preference to the Torrene of- 
fice. This commission, which was generally 
paid under cover, was done away with two 
years ago when the war between the three 
companies began, and only in éxceptionally 
large transactions was the commission paid. 
An obnoxious feature of this matter was that 
‘the principals to a transaction never re- 
ceived a cent. ' 

The payment of the commission operated 
as a serious handicap to the Torrens system, 
and its probable restoration now is thought 
to be for the purpose of cutting into its busi- 
ness as much as possible. To such an extent, 
however, has the Torrens system grown in 
public favor that there are good reasons for 
believing the trust will not be able to seri- 
ously curtail its business. Its certificates 
are coming to be regarded as superior to 
guarantee policies issued by the abstract 
companies, for the reason that the Torrens 
title is based upon a decree of court, while 


the former is simply a private contract, 


Which must be maintained in court in case 
of contest. Recently there has been a de- 
cided rush of business at the Torrens office 
as a result of a belief there was to be an ad- 


vance of prices on the part of the trust, and 


there have been many inquiries into the 
working of the system. ' 

The action of the trust in advancing prices 
will be considered at the next meeting of 
the Real Estate board in September, and a 
committee will probably be appointed to co- 
operate with a committee of the Chicago 
Bar association for the purpose of det in- 
ing what action, if any, should be en for 
the purpose of protecting property- owners 
against exorbitant charges for abstracts. In 
anticipation of the recent action of the Con- 
solidated company resolutions of this char- 
acter were introduced at a recent meeting of 
the Real Estate board, but it was decided to 
hold them in abeyance pending some action 
on the part ot the new company. Thisaction 
has already beem taken, and President Die- 
trich of the board said there was now ample 
ground for action on the part of the board. 

The board is also likely to take action in 
the direction of helping to make the abstract 
department of the Recorder’s office an active 
and bona fide competitor of the consolidated 
company, and its committee will be instruct- 
ed to confer with the Recorder for the pur- 
pose of determining what should be done to 
further this object.

Ever since the big annexa- 
tion in the summer of 1889 there have been 
more or less determined efforts to bring order 
out of the chaos of Chicagos street names. 
These efforts have only been partially suc- 
cessful on account of the resistance of the 
people to have old reminiscences wiped out. 
There is no such resistance in the case of 
Pacific avenue, because the location of the 
Bank in the northern portion of 
it, which caused the préliminaries for the 
change, will be a distinct gain for the street. 
The chaos in nomenciature, bowever, will re-

There are in Chicago 2,849 streets, aven 
courts, places, parks, lanes, and terraces, a 
it would be paseing strange if there were not 
repetitions and exceedingly queer names for 
some of them. 

The Union has been commemorated in two 
streets, one on the West Side and one in Hyde 


and Hyde Park réspectively; two places on 
the West Side and a park and park place, 
also both on the West Side. 

The Presidents of the United States are all 
remembered, with four exceptions: 
Buchanan, Benjamin Harrison, and McKin- 
ley. street on the South Bide was 
originally called Tyler, but was changed to 
its present name when Tyler left the Whig 
street south of Van Buren 


was also changed later on to correspond with 
the continuation on the, South Side. Adams 
street was named after John Adams, while 
John Quincy Adams, according to A. T. 
Andreas, was at first objectionable because 
of his élection by the House of Representa- 
tives, but later on the little street abutting 
upon the government building was named 
after him. 

Names of other tial streets are 
self-explanatory, but it should be mentioned 
that Cleveland avenue, on the North Bide, 
was originally named after Horatio N. Hurl- 
but, and only changed to its present name 
after Cleveland’s second election. Besides 
this thoroughfare there are streets in Lake, 
Lake View, and on the West Side named after 
the man who revived the “‘ innocuous desue- 
tude.“ Washington with fourteen, Jefferson 
with eight, Lincoln with eight, and Grant 
with five street names are the most favored 
of the Presidents. Buchanan gnce had a 
street, th of North avenue on the West 
Side, after him, but after the big an- 
nexation in 1889 this became part of Wash- 
tenaw avenue. Arthur has one street on the 
West Side and an avenue in Hyde Park. 
There are Hayes avenues in Hyde Park and 
Rogers Park, a Hayes boulevard in Jefferson, 
and a Rutherford avenue also in Jefferson. 
Benjamin Harrison and McKinley are still 


waiting. 

As to Chicago, there are avenues in Rogers 
Park and on the West and North Sides, and 
there is a terrace on the West Bide, between 
Harding and Crawford avenues. The bulk of 
the streets are named after men who are iden- 
tified with the history of Chicago.

MANY TRUST DEEDS FILED. 


Continued Tendency Toward Lower In- 
terest Rates—Money to Complete 
Considerable was doing in trust deeds and 
mortgages during the week, and as for a 
considerable time past there was the same 
tendency toward lower interest rates, 4% 
per cent being the standard for first class 


oans. 

The deed filed during the .week 
was for $1,000,000, and was given by the 
Chicago and Desplainee Valley Blectric 
Railway company to the Hiinois Trust and 
Savings Bank, as trustee, to secure first 
mortgage 5 per cent 80-year gold bonds. 
The money is to be used in the completion 
of the road, which contemplates giving an 
electric car service between this city and 
Joliet. The route of the road is described 
as commencing at a point near the intersec- 
tion of the Romeo road with the boundary 
line between Will and Cook Counties, and 
extending thence in a general easterly direc- 
tion to Chicago. A branch is to extend from 
Summit Station, in a northerly direction, 
through the Village of Lyons to the inter- 
section of the Jollet road and Ogden 
avenue. It will strike the Archer avenue 
Une of the Union Traction company at 
Kedzie avenue, and will also connect with 
the Ogden avenue line. 

The vestrymen of Paul's Episcopal 
Church of Hyde Park executed a trust 
deed to the Chicago Title and Trust company 
to secure a loan of $50,000, money to be used 
in the completion of the church building, at 
the northeast corner of Madison avenue 
and Fiftieth street. The loan was made on 
unusually favorable terme, running 5 years, 
at 4% per cent, with the privilege of paying 
any part of the principal on any interest 
paying day.

This Method of Selling Real Estate 
Growing in Favor—Is Much Used in 
New York and London. :

The method of selling real estate by auc- 
tion is growing in favor in Chicago, and 
many owners are said to be listing their prop- 
erty with firms who have adopted this plan. 
In England, France, and many Nuropean 
countries a great deal of property is sold by 
auction, and it is not an uncommon thing to 
notice in the London and Parisian papers 
advertisements of magnificent estates and 
chateaux, many of which run up into the 
millions in value, and they are sold by this 
plan frequently when other systems fail. 

In Chicago the owners as a rule are in 
haste to sell when once In the notion. Quick 
gales are demanded. The owner may be 
going to another part of the city to live, or 
may be tired of keeping house and desirous 
of boarding in a hotel. He desires to sell 
his property and frets and fumes if he does 
not succeed in selling within a few weeks. 
Therefore, the auction plan ts liable to grow 
in favor in this city. In London, on the real 
estate mart, sales of valuable estates by 
auction frequently occur, but the owners, as 
a rule, are not in such a hurry as Chicago 
people. They give the auctioneer plenty of 
time to advertise the property, and show i, 
and t is sometimes months before the sale 
takes place; and if the property does not 
bring the upset price the sale is postponed 
until a suitable purchaser is secured. 

In New York City quite a percentage of 
real property is transferred by the auction 
plan. The same occure in New Orleans, and

Keep Out Cold in Winter and 
Heat in Summer—Preserve 
les and Other Things. 


HH man who is anything but careful 
concerning most things was observed 
folding his SunpDar Taisunp with re- 
Ton 2 always save newspapers 
es, 

he said in response to a volley of questions. 
“They are too useful to waste. My wife 
uses them for more purposes than a man can 
think of, my daughter makes them into sofa 
pillows and couch covers, and as for myself— 
well, I've been saving up old newspapers for 
more than three years. I want them to put 
between the layers of tarpaper on the roof 
of my summer cottage. They keep out the 
heat and the sunshine splendidlg, and they're 
decidedly economical. All one to do is 
to save them. That’s one reason why I like 
the big, colossal papers we get on Sunday's 

now. There's such à lot of them to save. 
“We always save them against the time 
we go camping.“ put in another member of 
the group. We use em for all sorts of 
things in the woods. Put em over us at 
night when we're cold, baste em together 
and put under the extra fly of the tent to 
keep the heat out, make sort of mattresses 
of em. Almost anything you can think of. 
Last year we paid expressage on about 100 
pounds of old newspapers, and not one of 
us grudged the money. This year every 
member of the party’s going to take extra 
papers along in addition. They're fine for 
starting fires with. Several times we've 
cooked a meal with them, too, when the

The exports of 
German pianos in the first three months of 
1901 were much larger than during the cor- 
ports of the firet three months of 1901 amount- 
ed to 8,076 tons valued at $1,650,000, agains 
2,914 tons valued at $1,560,000 in the first 
three months of 1900. Of the pianos exported 
from Germany England took 44 per cent, 
Australia 20.3 per cent, Russia 6.1 per cent, 
the Netherlands 5.5 per cent. German pianos 
go to almost all countries in che world ex- 
cept the United States.

ly Islands of Samoa and Guam knew there 
Was such things as the United States of 
America and a higher civilization they were 
careless and happy and healthy. They went 
about clad chiefly in cocoanut oil, with which 
they were wont to copiously anoint their 
bodies. The few lazy Spanish officials who 
Went to Guam concerned themselves little 
About the natives. They could wear cocoa- 
hut ofl or silk hats, or yachting suits, for 
all the Spaniards cared, so long as they be- 
haved themselves and kept quiet.

For generations the Samoans and the wild- 
er tribes of Guam had gone naked, and were 
hardy and healthy. Suddenly wrapping 
them in clothes enfeebled them. Their sys- 
tems were enfeebled and they fell a prey 
to lung and pulmonary diseases, when be- 
fore the coming of the white man such a 
thing as a consumptive was unheard of in 
those islands. Other diseases beset them, 
and instead of the sturdy, strong race which 
these people had been before a higher civili- 
zation had touched them, they became in- 
valids and many of them died. Since these 
reports from Samoa and Guam more sympa- 
thy is felt for the missionariés who inflicted 
the atrocious “‘ Mother Hubbard wrappers 
on the native women of Hawaii. 

For years the Hawallan missionaries have 
been abused by travelers because they 
taught and commanded the Hawalian native 
women to wear Mother Hubbards.“ The 
revelations from Guam and Samoa show that 
the Hawalian missionaries knew what they 
were about. They wanted the natives to 
adopt civilized garb, but instead of at once 
putting them into all the various garments 
worn in the United States they gave them 
the simplest articles of clothing possible. 
The much maligned Mother Hubbard,“

Japan is doomed to be a mediocre nation, 
with a fair degree of western culture,” was 
the professor's conclusion. The only safe- 
guard for such a nation is for it to go slowly 
and take only such ideas as its people can 
readily assimilate.’’ 

Some authorities when appealed to for the 
elucidation af Professor Starr’s remarka- 
ble statement declined to take the professor 
seriously. They said they did not believe 
that Japan was a nation with a headache, but 
that it probably would be one if it insisted 
upon a war with Russia, They thought that 
after a few death clinches with the Russian 
bear Japan would have O, such a het- 
ache.“ Experts in nervous diseases, however, 
say that while Professor Starr’s statements 
are sweeping they are none the less true. 
It is easily possible, they say, for a nation 
to put on a civilization faster that the physi- 
cal makeup of its people can assimilate it, 
‘and Samoa and Guam are cited as shining 
examples.

The Indians 
have been laughed at for putting their horses 
in the cabins and housing themselves in the 
tepees, but it has been self-preservation. 
Even at Carlisle, where every medical ad- 
vantage’ has been offered ‘Indian students 
from the West, deaths from pneumonia and 
tuberculosis have been unusually large.

The official returns show that the Paris the- 
aters enjoyed great prosperity during exposi- 
tion year. The Opéra took in over four mil- 
lion francs, the Opéra Comique and the The- 
Atre Bernhardt two and a half millions each, 
and the Chätelet two and a quarter millions. 

Comédie Francaise, however, did not 
quite reach the million mark, and in conse- 
quence M. Claretie, the director, is again 
under critical fire. He is charged with mis- 
takes of omission and commi and is be- 
ing told flatly that his maladministration has 
brought the historic organization face to face 
with financial lose and artistic disrepute. 
The Odéon Theatre, another home of the 
classical play, reported receipts of only 700,- 
000 francs, while the Palais Royal, birthplace 
of farces and a playhouse much smaller than 
the Odson, took in 850,000 francs. The re- 
céipts of the Follies Bergéres were almost two 
million francs. The Theatre Antoine, cele- 
brated as the only theater in the world given 
permanently to the performance of the purely 
literary drama, received at ite box office 750,- 
000 france, an amount exceedingly large con- 
sidering the size of the theater, and, above 
all, the nature of the performances.

to see David Garrick act Richard III. and reserved gli his enthusiasm for the actor 


Edwin Booth suffered a similar humiliation during his 


long run in Hamlet at the winter Garden, New York, where an actor who played 
the second gravedigger was extolled by certain critics above Booth himself. : 

The point I make is that an actor who wears a hump on his beck and a putty nose. 
stands a better chance of impressing his audi ende than the actor who comes upon the 
stage with no alds of makeup and does his work in a quiet, self-controlied manner. 

When I was a member ofa well-known stock organization Mr. Daniel Frohman, the 
manager, cast me for an eccentric character part, Ferdinand Gadd, the crushed trage- 
dian in “ Trelawny of the Wells.” After the performance my friends came to me and 
said: ‘ Courtleigh, why don't you stick to character parts? They are your forte.” 

But the part was less difficult than many other less impressive parts I have had. 

A fact not’ generally recognized by critics is that dramatic authors expend less talent 


on their heroes and heroines than they do on their villains and character men. It is 


therefore necessary for the actor who plays the hero to galvanize the author's puppet into 


life.

“ overacting.” If the critic were permitted to read the silly lines and analyse the scene 


from manuscript he would not blame the actor.

praised for his work on good parts—roles that are technically called actor proof.”

He has 
come out victorious; but one sees something 
in the man that would have held him stead- 
fast, even had he been the one dissenter from 
othe old orthodoxy of precestination and eter- 


punishment. 
For nearly twenty-two years in Chicago 
this man has stood in a non-sectarian pulpit 
and has preached to a devoted following. His 
God is the God of love. His work has been 
to lead people to live right in this world and 
trust to divthe will for the future state. To 
the troubles of his faith have been added 
the sorrows that are of the common lot of 
man, only in greater measure. Only one of 
seven survives, and the mother of 
them, too, long since crossed into the un- 
known. Yet at the age of 70 this gentle man 
of tron goes on in the straight path marked 
out for himself so many years ago. 
He is a Virgintan by birth, with Welsh and 
3 blood on the paternal side and Eng- 
and Scotch on the mother’s. He was 
born — a farm in Hampshire County on 
April 20, 1882. He was of slight bulld as a 
lad, but the active life of the farm. on which 
was raised to manhood, did much to 
ve Him a constitution to withstand the 
tax that has come upon it. 
: As a boy he had hunger for knowledge. 
At the age of 16 he walked 100 miles to Hardy 
„County, Va,, where he worked nights and 
mornings to keep himself in a village acad- 
emy. He went through this school into the 
school of life, where ever since he has been 
an earnest, tireless etudent. With a mother 
who was a devout Methodist and a father 
who was a sturdy Quaker, the young man's 
desire to become a preacher may be under- 
stood. He worked among the German Meth- 
odists first, then joined the Methodist Episco- 
1 body and was admitted to the ministry 
n 1856. 
ym after entering the church Dr. Thomas 
was married to Miss Emmeline C. Merrick 
of Demseytown, Pa., and the young preach- 
er secured a charge in that State. His wife's 
people were strict Presbyterians and did not 
look wholly with favor upon the young 
Methodist.. But between man and wife was 
the fullest measure of sympathy. In ket 
new country the young people fell victims to

On the first charge of unbelief in the in- 
spiration of the Bible Dr. Thomas was ac- 
quit unanimously. 

As the atonement, he had preached that 
God was as good and gentle as Christ had 
been; that there was no God of wrath and 
vengeance, who had to be appeased by the 
death on Calvary; that in no way was Christ 
a sacrifice save as in teaching the one way 


of saving souls to God he had fallen the vie- 


time of men. 

On this count Dr. Thomas was condemned. 
but he lacked only two votes of being ac- 
quitted. The church had stood fer Christ as 
the one interceding mediator between a sinful 

people and an angry God; that only in the 
death of his son would that God be placated. 

As to Dr. Thomas position on endless pun- 
ishment the trial body again convicted him 
of heresy. He was found gulity on two 
charges and expelled from the Methodist 
ministry. 

With the church closed to him Dr. Thomas 
was not without a strong following, and his 
next sermon preached to these from the 
stage of Hodley’s Theater. This was the 
beginning of the People’s Church, which now 
fills McVicker’s Theater every Sunday morn- 
ing, and whose influences have been widening 
for more than a core of years. 

As to Dr. Thomas’ beliefs, he holds only to 
the great fundamental truths of religion as 
he sees them. He does not believe that all 
parts of the Testaments, new and old, are of 
equal value, He believes that sin will be 
punished always, but not by material hell 
fire, and in the 8 wee he believes that 
there will be chance for disciplining aad 
salvation of souls—that yay does not set 
an irrevocable seal of finality upon the state 
ef the lost. 

In these years of trial and st for that 
which he conceived to be right Thomas 
has been tried as by fire. He has buried his 
six children, one after another, with no 
challenge of the ways of him who holde the 
éarth as in the hollow of his hand. Onde, 
speaking to a friend of how he used to try to 
sing, he said: 

But I haven't tried for a long time; — — 

our children died, one after anothe 5. 
somehow it seemed to choke the music up in 
me. I simply haven't cared to try any more. 

But since those words were spoken a newer 
and deeper sorrow came to him. On Jan. 
5. 1806, Mrs. Thomas died, having been a 
companion for more than forty years. Her 
beautiful character had made an impress 
upon all who came under ite influence, and 
the sympathy of thousands went out to the 
preacher in double measure. 

Two years ago Dr. Thomas met Miss Van- 
dalla Varnum of Franklinsville, N. T. Miss 
Varnum lectured in Chicago in ‘March, 1899, 
and soon afterward their engagement was 
announced. After the marriage Mrs. Thomas 
was ordained to the ministry, and in a great 
measure she assists Dr. Thomas in his pas- 
terate in the People’s Church. 

In the pulpit Dr. Thomas is a striking fig- 
ure. His speech is slow and measured. He 
has no tricks of oratory, no gesticulations, 
nothing theatrical. Only as he warms to his 
subject his speech quickens and his voice 
rises in his earnestness. His sermons are 
clear, lucid, and finished. and when one has 
gone out from his church he finds that he 
has absorbed a lesson. 

Dr. Thomas foday is one of the most liberal 
of Christian teachers. He is reaching out 
for men, irrespective of creed. His College 
of Life, that shall fill both spiritual and phys- 
ical needs for wordlings, is one of his dreams 
which may be realised. In all his work there 
is the definite purpose to teach men to live 
right in this world, taking all the rest for 
granted in the goodness-of God. And above 
all he stands for the elimination of creeds in 
Christianity. He has seen much of this spirit 
nature, for, as he is fond of saying: 

When 1 N first began to preach we preach-

the Detroit, Captain Barclay’s vessel, then 
in the order named were the Hunter, Queen 
Charlotte, Lady Prevost, and Little Belt. 


In armament the American fleet has been 


conceded the superiority by many historical 
writers, but to be effective its guns required 
a short range.

As the two fleets drew near to each other

The little boys in the country who 
play with fireflies and lightning bugs and 
make living torches out of them by throwing 
a few score of the beasties into a thin bag 
are only the forerunners of this eminent 
scientist and his discoveries. 

‘As to Dr. Le, Bon's researches, they are 
serving to reverse every tradition of dark- 
ness as a metaphor of vice or ignorance. 
Himself a child and lover of darkness, he 
is a paragon ot probity. and intellect, and is 
making of the shadows a source of true 
tight. One of his most interesting experi- 
ments was that in which, by a combination 
of obscure radiations, he produced a ray of 
light. His discoveries are the result of pro- 
longed investigations in his laboratories in

When Dr. Le Bon was working with the 
first variety, the spontaneous invisible light, 
he first proved that certain bodies which 
have a natural visible phosphorescence also 
irradiate invisible waves. They can be placed 
in total darkness and for a period of nearly 
two years they will manifest this property 


of emitting in the dark radiations which are 


completely invisible. The sulphurs of cal- 
cium, of barium, and of strontium are par- 
ticularly successful in their results. The 
combination of the elements must always be 
extremely mobile, and one of them must be 
present in an indefinitely small proportion 
when compared with the other. This fact 
was established by experimenting upon 
ccuntless simple bodies whose fundamental 
properties underwent a veritable transforma- 
tion when he introduced just the minutest 
quantity of certain foreign bodies. The dia- 
monds of Brazil he found are vividly phos- 
phorescent when exposed to a band of light 
from magnesium, while commoner forms of 
the diamond are not so in the least; and in 
that way he incidentally established a sure 
method of detecting the genuineness of the 
most valuable of gems. 


The invisible radiations when exposed to 


a prism show a spectrum exactly like that of

The doctor’s next experiments go to dem- 
onstrate that the radiatiens ef invisible light 
are polarized. He used as the seurce of his 
invisible radiations a glass tube filled with 
sulphur of calcium, photographed it, and ob- 
served that the image of the tube was doubled 
that is, that there was double refraction, 
and therefore polarization. 

Curious as are these discoveries respect- 
ing invisible radiations, they are not the 
strangest articles of information which Dr. 
Le Bon's investigations have brought to 
light. He can transform these obscure lumi- 
naries into sources of visible light.

A stranger would 
think the animal was mad and would shout 
for a policeman, but the dock wallopers 
know better. The bulldog is Jack,“ known 
all over the docks as “‘Goodrich’s dog.“ 
Jack is not running mad when he comes téar- 
ing dawn the wharf. He is only keeping 
pace with the bow of the boat, and is carry- 
ing out the Captain’s injunction to “ pre- 
pare to receive a line.“ 

As the hawser from the ship comes whist- 
ling through the air and falls on the dock 
Jack grabs it like a terrier wouldarat.

ARMERS in Michigan are Hable to dig 
up the earth around their farms in the 


Search for mastodon remains as ea- 


gerly as the residents of New Jersey 

and Long Island Sound dig up the sand 
niong the coast in a search after Captain 
Kidd’s money. The government paid so good 
& price for the bones of the mastodon found 
by Farmer Levy Wood near Church, Mich., 
that other Michigan farmers will, in the fu- 
ture, study carefully the soll that their 
Plows turn up. The experts of the Na- 
tional Museum say that the skeleton of the 


female mastodon found in Michigan is about 


as fine and complete as any mastodon re- 
mains now on exhibition. Out of the eleven 
skeletons of mastodons in the various mu- 
seums of the country, ten are of males and 


only one is a female, the one just found mak- 


ing the second female. The skull is in a fine 
state of preservation and has a mark upon it 


of special interest to students along this line. 


There is an indentation in the skull, made by 
some heavy blow in the early youth of the 
mouster, but which, on account of the large 
superstructure of cells and tissues in the 
skull above the brain, saved it from being 
deadly.“ Only a part of the tusks of the Mich- 
igan mastodon were found. 

Several of the mammoth tusks previously 
discovered are much better preserved. How- 


country approach any degree of perfection 
on account of the warm and moist surround- 
ings that induce early decay. The tusks of 
the mammoth of Siberia, though extinct long 
before the Pleistocene period, have since the 
tenth century formed an important article 
of commerce of that country, while the tusks 
found in New Siberia today are even more 
important, the cHmate there being favorable 
to the preservation of ivory. In the Michi- 
gan mastodon the right fore leg and the left 
hind leg are missing, with a few of the ver- 
tebre, and some of the smaller bones, but 
even then, it possesses advantages over more 
complete skeletons, in that there is a better 
chance of modeling from the remaining fore 
and hind leg than if they both belonged to 
the front or back, as is generally the case 
with most mastodon remains discovered. 
Every effort was made by the scientists 
who went to supervise the digging up of the 
mastodon to find the missing members of the 
skeleton, but though excavations were made 
for many yards around the resting place of 
the huge relic, nothing more could be found. 
This is always a matter of much conjecture 
on the part of scientists, for the perfect state 
of the rest of the skeleton defies the theory of 
decomposition, and no animals known to ex- 
ist in this country at that time were

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MUSEUM OF RARE 
OLD ALMANACS. 


Odd Collection Owned by a 
WMest Side Business- 
Man.

Building, 
West Madison street, has a rare and 
curious collection of New England 
almanacs dating from 1774 to 1786. 
The collection is not an entirely complete 
one, many pages and half pages being miss- 
ing, but a glance through their yellow and 
tattered pages reveals many things curious, 
interesting, and illustrative of the tastes and 
thoughts and manners of the day. 
The almanacs of a century and a quarter 


| ago were much different from the condensed 


encyclopedic annuals issued nowadays. 
They paid no attention to commerce, statis- 
ties, ordinary politics, industrial questions, 
or international relations, but the authors, 
however, managed to display much literary 
and prophetic versatility, They were es- 
pecially strong in weather predictions, and 
as prolific in poetry as in prophecy. 

In fact, they broke into rhyme on almost 
every subject, as when in noting the terms 
of courtsin the Colony of Connecticut in 1774, 
those unfortunate enough to have suits pend- 
ing are advised as follows: 

Anoint thy lawyer, grease him in the fist, 

And he will plead for thee even what thou list; 

He 11 — thy case strong ugh the same were 
w 

But if thy purse be dumb his tongue can’t speak. 

These old almanacs contain recipes on all 
sorts of subjects, and here Is one for the bite 
of a mad dog, which just now may be deemed 
timely. 

Let the person bit be blooded, and take 
every three hours a bolus of musk and cam- 
phor made with honey, and a pill of opium.”’ 

The little annual for 1776 is entitled Wat- 
son's Register and Connecticut Almanack,” 
and was published at Hartford. It is decided- 
ly patriotic, and shows its spirit and aggres- 
siveness both in poetry and prose. Here are 
a few samples: 

O, sons of freedom, never then give place 

To threatening tyrants or a savage race. 

Our country calls; let virtue hail the day, 
Immortalize our names without delay. 

With public spirit let each bosom glow, 

And love of liberty direct the blow; 

Rouse patriot heroes, and pursue the plan. 
Teach listless souls what ‘tis to play the man. 

Mr. Watson then turns to prose and reads 
for his countrymen this encouraging lesson 
in the stars: 

America is governed by Mars, Great Britain by 
Venus; this same Mars and Venus have a meeting 
this month in the sign Gemini; but as Mars was 
never subjugated to gunarchial power, tis to. be 
hoped he will brave it out, and oppose every fe- 
male artifice to circumvent him. 

And judging from the outcome of the 
revolutionary struggle Mars must have hot- 
ly chased Venus out of the sign Gemini. 
Under ordinary conditions this would have 
been a rather ungallant proceeding on the 
part of the God of War, but seeing that 
liberty and humanity were at stake, and 
that Venus had become the shameless par- 
tisan of that madman, George III., the 
onslaught of Mars may be justified. 

The almanac for 1777, printed at New 
London, is a passionate advocate of the war 
for independence. It has venom for the 
Hessian and a sting for the Tory on almost 
every page, and curiously uses a strange 
fact or interesting story on which to base a 
caustic comment. 

The frequent incursions of the Tartars and 
other barbarous nations into Poland and 
Germany, says the writer, forced the wom- 
en sometimes to leave their children exposed 
in the woods, where they were nursed by 
bears’ and wild beasts. Such beings, when 
afterwards found, were divested of all the 
properties gf humanity but the form and 
went on all fours. From this the compiler 
of the almanac deduces the following con- 
clusion: 

Note. Some of them, perhaps, were Hessians: 
but be that as it may, it is clear from the above 
that we have more reason to expect kind usage 
and protection from bears and wild beasts than 
from the powers of Great Britain. 

After a description of an eruption of Mount 
tna and the rivers of molten minerals that 
run down its sides, we have this comment: 

Note. These rivers of fire are a lively emblem 
of the rage and fury of the British troops. Thanks 
to heaven, their rage hath been hitherto restrained; 
impotent rage is not to be dreaded. An Hutchinson 
or the devil himself can go no farther than the end 
of his tethe 

The almanac of 1778, published at New Lon- 


don and edited by Edmund Freebetter, has 


nothing to say about politics or war, but itis 

strong in poetry and aphorisms. Here are a 

few of the latter: ö 

Monopolizers, take care, lest you are dragged to 
e 


th . 
And from thence carried far. 

“What contention, what confusion for a 
little more of the earth.“ 

All the happiness and glory of a state 
depends on the education of youth.”’ 

7 The dame that's old 
Now feels the cold 
Which makes her scold. 

This prediction is made for December, 
while for November it is declared that 
“all things are cold, the young ladies ex- 
cepted.”’ 

Edmund Freebetter is responsible for the 
almanac of 1780, and he appears to have 
been a pretty close political observer. It 
also appears that hot weather had no more 
terror for officeseekers in those days than 
now, for we find the following as one ot 
the evils predicted for August: 

„Many politicians about this time, with 
great avarice pursuing their own private 
ends, being clothed with that beautiful gar- 
ment, the public good.“ 

The succeeding almanacs in the collec- 
tion, up to and including that for 1786, are 
prepared by Isaac Bickerstaff, and deal 
largely in aphorisms and predictions as- 
tronomical and otherwise. Mr. Bickerstaff 
seems to have had a good deal of cynical 
humor in his composition, as the following 
from his almanac for 1786 will witness: 

There are, saith Riblus, sixty-three ways 
to get money and 209 ways to spend it, be- 
sides drinking; but He that hath a giglet 
to his wife need not care how to spend 
his money, for she will spend it fast enough 
for him.. 

“In the month of July the farmers are 
busy at work, but it is play day with the 
Supreme Court lawyers; only now they are 
braving causes, to set them abroach near 
the end of the month. The worst curse we 
can give our enemies is that they may be 
continually in law, for that will soon make 
their purse as lank as a cow that hath 
new shrunk her calf. The word most 
in the Indostan language doth signify ban 
a drunkard and a madman, for all drunkards 
say ‘they, are madmen. I suppose it may sig- 
nify also all those that go to law for trifles. 

What difference is there between a 
prince and a peasant? No more than be- 
tween two bricks made of the same clay: 
only. one is placed on the top of a turret 
and the other in the bottom ofa well. Fine 
feathers make fine birds, yet fine clothes 

some as @ saddle does a sow.” . 


CLUB EMPLOYS A 


COMMUNITY DOCTOR 


Ludington, Mich., Has a New 
Scheme to Save Medical 
Bills. 


HEY have hired what they call a com- 
munity doctor up in Ludington, Mich. 
Justus S. Stearns and other prominent 
citizens, dissatisfied with the new 
schedule of rates fixed by physicians 

for their services, organized an association 
which employed Dr. Best, a recent graduate 
of the University of Michigan, as community 
doctor. By the terms of the agreement Dr. 
Best will receive a salary of $150 a month 
and will be required to respond to all calls 
from members of the association. If any 
false alarms are sounded the offending mem- 
ber will be fined. The salary of the physician 
is made up by monthly assessments on the 
members of the society. 

Just how a community physician should be 
managed has not yet been settied in all its 
details, as the idea is a new one. It is thought 
by many that a community doctor should 
have an office arranged like a fire engine 
house.. The doctor’s rig, with a patent swing- 
ing harness, should be kept ready in thecen- 
ter of the house, with the faithful horse 
standing ready at all times to plunge from 
his stall to the shafts. The doctor could 
sleep in the room over the buggy with a brass 
pole extending from the first floorup through 
a trap door to the second floor. In case of 
whooping cough or other hurry up calls the 
doctor could slide down the brass pole just 
as firemen do whem responding to a 4-li 
alarm. 

An electric alarm circuit should be put in 
connecting the doctor’s buggy house with the 
homes of the members of the association 
which employs him. The doctor could be 
ealled by signals. The home of each member 
should have its particular number, and there 
should also be a certain number to represent 
the various ailments which would necessitate 
the doctor’s presence. This would be neces- 
sary so as to enable the doctor to know what 
medicines to bring and also whether or not 
he should respond at all speed or with more 
leisure. 

The more common ailments could be bun- 
bered as follows: ’ 

Whooping cough, 15. 

Nervous prostration, 20. 
Bone in throat, 25... 

Indigestion, 30. 

Hay fever, 35. 

Bronchitis, 40. 

Accidents of all kinds, 4-11. 

The reason the fine is provided fer false 
alarms is this: A young unmarried doctor 
of good morals and pleasant manners is 
quite an adjunct to the social life of a small 
place like Ludington and the temptation to 
send in a 4-11 call tp the doctor when 4 
fourth hand was needed at whist or whe 
some guest nad failed to complete the num 
ber expected at a dinner party would be 
many. At the summer hotels at Ludington, 
where men are in great demand, the girls 
would be continually sending in hurry-up 
calls to the doctor every time there was & 
hop or a boat party scheduled. To prevent 
such contingencies as this the community 
have fixed a stiff fine for all false alarms. 

This will not do away with the pernicious 
practice of calling out the doctor on a 4-11 
for serious accidents, as many a hostess 
would gladly pay the fine if only to save the 
mortification of a vacant chair at her dinner 
party. Still, the collection of a large number 
of fines might go far towards paying the 
doctor’s salary, and thus make up in that 
way for the loss to the society by having its 
doctor’s time taken up by false alarms. If 
the false alarms became too numerous, how- 
ever, so that a 25 call from the Smith home- 
stead, where little Tommy had a bone in his 
throat, found the doctor leading the cotillon 
at Randolph’s, whither he had been called 
by a false alarm, or if a genuine 4-11 from 
Dwyer’s should not be answered because 
the community doctor has been lured by a 
bogus case of whooping cough over to play 
whist at Lander’s, then, of course, some 
means should be taken to end this pernicious 
practice of misappropriating the community 
doctor. The handsome young man with a 
future should be let go and some grizzled, 
tough old veteran M. D. employed who 
would be about as welcome at @ pink tea or 
a card party as an elephant in prayer mest- 
ing. With this sort of a community doctor 
there would be no false alarms.

MOSQUITOES MADE USEFUL AT LAST 


Trained to Be Songsters and Do 
Clover Tricks. 


What Was Once a Pest Discoveiel to 
Be ef Great Good. 


Americans who first came to Bantoc, while 
admitting the wonderful geographical loca- 
on of our beautiful city, declared that the 
town could never be inhabited by anything 
but rhinocerous skinned Negritos because of 
the great size and number of the Bantoc mos- 


The American soldier said that it was ab- 
golutely fatal for a foreigner to sleep in Ban- 
toe unless he carried a chilled steel bomb- 
proot bed. We tried to suppress the stories 
of the ravages in this section by mosquitoes, 
but when a swarm of the flerce insects in 
broad daylight carried off the 6-year-old 
@augnter of Tomasso Fluenesa and then 
came back the next day after the family dog, 


ot course the story leaked out, and naturally 
it hurt the town. 3 

The singing of the mosquitoes at night was 
also so loud that all ordinary conversation 
could only be carried on by the use of mega- 
phones. It Was thought that the bounty of 
two centavos offered by thg City Council 
for the scalp of each mosquito might result 
in their annihilation, but it was all in vain. 
Citizens will remember how all of our popu- 
lation turned out on half a dozen occasions 
armed with spears and bola knives to engage 
in a grand mosquito drive. The first hunt 
was in a way quite successful. A territory 
of five miles in diameter was inclosed by tho 
hunters, and the mosquitoes were driven 
into a large rice fleld east of town. A great 
many of the insects were speared, but finally 
their number was so great that they broke 
through the cordon drawn about them with 
great ease. 

Since then many attempts have been made 
to domesticate the mosquitoes, that they 
might become of benefit to the community. 
Torenzo la Catchém finally trained a number 
of them as carrier mosquitoes and found 


Bight carrier mosquitoes were taken down 
to Manila and after messages had been tied 
to their legs they were released and flew 
straight back to their loftsin Bantoc. Tor- 
enzo next crossed his mosquitoes with 
canary birds and finally succeeded in pro- 
ducing a breed of mosquitoes that are beau- 
tiful songsters.

"The Dutch band makes laughs come 
even if you have missed your vacation. 
People with funereal faces are made to 
smile and persons who sometimes smile are 
forced to guffaw. The man with the boister- 
ous laugh becomes a roaring lion, and if 
he is stout and the weather is hot he is apt 
to collapse. It always is well to have a few 
bottles of stimulants and some restoratives 
around when the Dutch band is suggest- 
ed. The Dutch band is offered only as an 
absurdity, and no one could dignify it by a 
higher-sounding description. But it makes 
the laughs come, and laughing, some doctors 
tell us, is as good as medicine. Care and 
the Dutch band have trouble getting 
along together, and care always runs away. 
The Dutch band is thé game to suggest 
if any of your visitors are imbued with the 
notion that they are dignified. Their dig- 
nity will vanish like a burst bubble when 
the spirit of the game once possesses them, 
and then you can have fun with them. You 
can also laugh at them afterwards when 
the mystic spell of the Dutch band,“ has 
worn away and their dignity is making them 
unhappy again. Laughing at them will make 
them angry, and that will méan more amuse- 
ment for you. | 


„Mr. Out 1 a good deal ke Mr. Buft. 
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In the Dutch band the players sit or 
stand around in a circle and the leader as- 
signs the instruments to them. Mrs. 
Smith, you are playing a slide trombone.“ 
he will say. Or, perhaps: Mr. Jones, 
you will please pound the bass drum, and, 
mind you, hit it hard.“ It must not be sup- 
posed that the leader really hands out in- 
struments to the players. Should he do so 
there probably would be no fun—nothing 
but bad music. The instruments are wholly 
imaginary and the noises that are made in 
imitation of their tones are created by the 
mouth. For instance, a bass drummer must 
pound violently at his imaginary drum and 
at the same time utter ‘“‘ pum! pum!” at 
the top of his voice. This might not sound 
go funny in itself, but when a prim school- 
ma’am is standing just beside him racking 
her lungs in an effort to imitate the tones of 
a baritone horn, and a wise professor who 
wears eyeglasses and looks owlish is just on 
the other side working away at hie slide 
trombone with the vigor of a young man 
fighting bees, the sight and sounds are such 
that laughter will come even if you try to 


scare it away by thinking of the weather. 
There are complications to the game, too. 
The leader sets the pace. Without warning 
he will strike up some well known tune and 
the others must follow as soon as they can 
pick it up. The leader is permitted to change 
the tune as often as he pleases and he is not 
required to give any notice to his perform- 
ers. Their business is to look out for them- 
selves—and to make others laugh. Whena 
player makes a mistake and keeps on play- 
ing the old tune he is obliged to become the 
leader, which is not so severe a punishment 
that the Humane society will interfere. All 
ere it. the Dutch band” is a merry game. 


ALIVE. 


Jack's alive” is another absurdity, and 
in its own peculiar way is apt to cause as 
much laughter as the Dutch band.“ Like 
other games that have pure frivolity for 
their foundation and excuse for existence, the 
more grave and reverend the players the 
greater will be the success.

die on their hands the players all are anxious 
to get rid of him. They pass him rapidly 
from one to another, with each pass remark- 
ing: Jack)) alive.“ When the last spark 
disappears ‘“Jack’’ is no longer alive, and 
the laws of the game then are applied to 
punish the wretch who allowed poor little 
Jack to perish. 

Just what the penalties shall be is deter- 
mined by the crowd at the beginning. but 
usually the men of the party agree to allow 
the member of the party who last holds 
Jack before the spark goes out to wipe 
„Jack's clammy body across the face of 
the man in whose hands Jack died. As 
Jack is only a stick of charcoal, the re- 
sult of half a dozen such chastisements can 
be imagined. An unsuccessful player in a 
short time will look like a Sioux Indian, and 
this generally is extremely gratifying to the 
players who never have allowed Jack to 
die. The women of the party also are apt 
hugely to enjoy gazing upon a player whose 
luck is bad, for the penalties imposed on them 
always are less severe. There really is little 
chance to escape being Jacks death bed. 
The moment another player is told Jack's 
allve he is obliged to take the proffered 
Jack,“ and if Jack chooses to pass out 
of being before he can be shifted again, that’s 
all there is to it. 

There is another game by asimilar name in 
which Jack is represented as a metal 
sailor and has bowls of various colors pitched 
at him. This is not a parlor game, but is 
played on the lawn. Asa word of advice, do 
not play Jack's alive unless you can trust 
your temper. Lightning has a way of strik- 
ing in the same place a great many times in 
this game, and after you have been punished 
four or five times for allowing “ Jack” to 
die and thén look at the spotless face of your 
neighbor you are apt to say harsh things. 
Men even have been known to forget that 
there were women in the crowd. Of course 


if you shouldn't happen to have a Bishop «such thoughtlessness would not be possible 


around the house. 
all you need is a stick of some soft wood and 
a fire. For the fire an alcohol lamp or a gas 
stove will serve, as no one is advised to build 
a blaze in the grate these days. The game 
is delightfully simple. Take the stick of 
wood and place it in the fire till one end is 
charred and burning. ° 

In doing so you create Jack,“ and hav- 


ing created him you are expected to take 


good care of him and see that he doesn't die.

MUSICAL FRIGHT. 


„ Musical fright’ is a splendid game—for 
the lucky player. The player who wins has 
the right to decide what the forfeits of the 
others shall be, and if he is a wicked man he 
can cause a lotoftrouble. To play musical 
fright ’’ you need a piano and enough chairs 
for all of the players save one. One of the 
party sits at the plano and plays as he sees 
fit and as long as he chooses. In the mean- 
while the others are marching around the 
chairs. The instant the music ceases the 


members of the party are supposed to bs 
seated. One of them, of course, must fail t 
get a chair and he is ruled out and reserved 
for the sacrifice, which will come later on 
Then the performance is repeated, but with 
one less chair, and arothter player is ruled 
out. Again and again is the performance 
gone through with until finally only ons 
player is left. ‘his is the lucky man, and hy 
generally happens to be a fellow who is ex. 
tremely capable in devising unpleasant 
things for others to do. The piano player, ts 
pay him for his trouble, is allowed to act 
a sort of an Advisory committee and he and 
the lucky player together agree on just what 
stunts must be enacted by the others. 
There is more to the game than might be 
thought at first glance. The piano player, if 
he is clever, can deceive the others in a way 
that will keep them guessing. inasmuch as 
sitting down before the music really has 
stopped counts the same as not sitting down 
at all, it will be seen that a. pause in the mi. 
die of a musical phrase would mean much 
confusion and consequent chagrin for the 
player who was caught napping by the trick 
of the pianist.

The ceaseless flap- 
ping of the punka, dampened to induce cool- 
ness, does not mitigate the evils that come 
from torpid livers. With an unchanging, 
brassy sky, day after day, this heat of tropi- 
cal India is probably the worst in the world,

Sunstroke is one of the oldest and 
most dreaded of diseases. The 
ancients called it Sirlasis Egyptiaca, for the 
double reason that it was most frequent 
when Sirius, the dog star, rose and set with 
the sun, and beeause the Nile region in 
Egypt was most noted for its manifestations. 
The disease is referred to in the Bible in the 


And When he had taken him and brought 
him to his mother he sat on her knees till 
noon and then died.“ 

Strangely enough, since this was written 
medical science has learned scarcely more of’ 
the diseases than was known to the Shunam- 
mite woman as she sat holding her dying 
child. 

Nobody knows what takes place in the 
human system under stress of sunstroke,” 
said a well known Chicago physician. “An 
autopsy reveals virtually nothing. Sambon 
of London has made wide investigation of the 
subject, and if he has made some radical 
deductions no one else is in a position to dis- 
pute them.”’ 

It was in 1898 that Sambon announced with 
some degree of finality the infectiousness of 
sunstroke. In the beginning he drew a sharp 
distinction between heat collapse and sun- 
stroke. The heat collapse he called syncope, 
which, he insists, is more a symptom than a 
disease. He identified it with the well known 
“stokers’ collapse,“ which occurs in the 
furnace-rooms of big steam plants. This, he 
finds, is more due to alcoholic enlargement of 
the heart than to any stroke of heat. 

The true sunstroke Dr. Sambon calls by its 


old name, siriasis. There are two forms in 


its onset. In one the person drops as if 


shot, dying almost instantly. In the other 


the victim feels pains in the head followed 
by dizziness and dlurs of color in his sight. A

lowed in a few minutes by unconsciousness, 
which gradually deepens into coma. In the 
course of twelve to thirty-six hours the pa- 
tient is dead. 

When the victim of this milder stroke is 
discovered, his face is abnormAlly red. To 
the touch, his skin may be cool, possibly at 
95 or 96 degrees, His pulse is rapid and 
light. He may have convulsions as he lies. 

When the coma has deepened, his pulse 
Crows stronger and his temperature may 
rise to 110 or even as high as 118 degrees. 
His muscles are relaxed and his breathing 
stentorous, as if under the influence of an 
anesthetic. His lungs are violently con- 
gested. If death follows, the body becomes 
rigid almost in a moment. A Post mortem 
examination shows the blood in a fluid state, 
with perhaps the only indication of the cause

The case of one man is cited by Dr. Sambon 
who, whenever the mercury reached 80, was 
in à restless, nervous condition, suffering 
from many of the symptoms of the first 
attack. Another man found a temperature 
of 75 intolerable and in summer lived almost 
wholly in his cellar. Finally in hope of re- 
lief he went with the gold rush into Alaska. 

Sambon has found that soldiers, and 
laboring men especially, are subject to siri- 
asis. In his argument that the disease is 
infectious he says that the micro-organism 
responsible for it probably lies dormant in 
the soil until the wind or the feet of tramp- 
ing soldiers raise them in clouds of dust. 
In the lungs he thinks the deadly toxin is 
produced which so congests the air cells and 
passages. 

The doctor’s chief argument for the conta- 
giousness of siriasis is that if it were simply 
a result of heat, that degree of heat which 
would produce sunstroke in one place should 


produce sunstroke in another. This it does 


not do. Also, he holds that if an overheated 
body ts responsible for it, fever patients 


who lie for days with 104, 105, and even 107 


of fever should suffer from it.

admitted within the royal inclosure at Ascot, 
and some expensive toilets which had been 
ordered in the lightest of half-mourning, or 
in no mourning at all, were not worn, black 
and white being substituted instead. Dven 
if people are not of the elect they do not care 
to advertise the fact, and a colored gown at 
the great social event said plamiy that the 
wearer was without the pale of possible royal 
acquaintance.

obliterating the waist Une. This is, of itself, 
sufficient to cover many defects of cut and 
contour, and a skirt so held, surmounted by 
bolero, can scarcely fail to be styl- 


Then, too, being limited as to colors, wom- 
en are more disposed to invest in one really 
good gown instead of two or three cheaper 
ones, and to trust to tollet accessories to vary 
the effect. A new hat, for example, is suf- 
ficient to such end, and a neck ruffle, a collar, 
or & vest, or a new set of ribbons. A charm- 
ing noveity in boleros is of finely plaited silk 
veiling, in either black or white, for wearing 
over @ blouse or bloused bodice. There has 
rarely been a happier inspiration than that 
of the reverseless bolero. It is one which 
courts the cult of collars, and the large 
collars of the season are becoming and 
artistic to a degree. An exceedingly praise- 
worthy bolero is fashioned of lace cut 
décolleté, the back and front held together 
by three shoulder straps of black ribbon vel- 
vet. This gives an excellent effect on a 
princess gown of white cloth, the lace either 
black or deeply tinted. Cream lace forms an 
effective bolero to be worn over a black china 
crépe, made with a corselet skirt over a 
guimpe and sleeves of black chiffon. Al! 
these ideas may be carried out in any color, 
but, as already said, the best models are in 
black and white, with a few in gray. 

Black ribbon velvet is used to excess. 
Among other uses it is in pronounced favor 
for trimming veiling and crépe gowns. A 
new arrangement has the ribbon run up in 
perpendicular lines and ending at trregular 
heights from hem to knee. This at once 
catches and retains the edmiring eye, a like 
arrangement reversed relieving the severity 
of a simple bloused bodice. To women who 
are tall and slender, with well formed hips, 
this type of gown is especially becoming. 
The antithesis of such a frock may be found 
in the muddled-up muslin, all covered with 
frills, furbelows, and fichus. By the way, a 
lovely muslin gown which has just been made 
to order carried long lines of medallion in- 
sertion in lace from throat to hem, and a 
deep collar, or rather a shoulder cape, of 
lace shaped into square tabs, which latter 


were held together at the top by three stra 
of narrow black velvet ribbon across the 
shoulders. 

Undoubtedly the most striking feature of 
the season's fashions is their diversity. The 
day has gone by when every one's frock, or 
even coat, are cut by the same pattern, and 
Sleeves are no longer an unmistakable cipher 
by which te tell the date of a gown. Ata 
fashionable garden party last week I counted 
half a dozen skirts, all in one group, no two 
of which resembled each other except in 
the clinging effect at the hips and the flare 
at the foot.

The natural 
result has been a reaction in favor of dust- 
proof and waterproof silk, trimmed with 
lace which will stand a shower without dia- 
solving, and of the charming long coats in 
light cloth on which the artistic, and often 
precious buttons form the chief trimming, 
which coats are not only handsome but 
serviceable. 

There is a strong fancy for tea jackets, 
or matinées as the French call them. They 
are dainty combinations of silk or muslin 
and lace, and are worn for 5 o'clock teas 
and at all hours of the day until late in the 
afternoon, indoors, and on country plaggas. 
Almost without exception they have large 
collars, more or less low cut, and some pret- 
ty models have fichu collars with handker- 
chief ends which tie in front. Figured or- 
gandie and foulards are much used for such 
garments, and many are made of insertion 
and tucks alternating. indeed, they are not 
unlike the fashionable blouses, excepting 
that they are loose at the waist. The cor- 
rect skirt to accompany such a jacket is of 
muslin, silk, or almost any material one 
likes. 

It is sad to chronicle the passing of the 
long-loved and serviceabie sailor hat, but 
it has been relegated by fashionable women 
solely to seaside resorts and yachting cruises, 
where it has to do battle for favor with man- 
o’-war caps and other nautical headgear of 
that description.

PREDICTS A REVIVAL IN MARIE ANTOINETTE STYLES... 
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PARISIAN FETE 


ARIS, July 12.—A great re- 
vival in Marie Antoinette 
styles may be anticipated for 
the fall, owing to the unprece- 
dented success of the Trianon 
society fete, whan half the 
fashionable women of Paris 
were dressed in Marie An- 
toinette gowns of ail descrip- 
tions, from most authentic in existence 
to the latest modern imitation. The féte, 
which attracted people by the hundreds to 
the former pleasure grounds of the unfortu- 
nate Queen, has, however, stirred up no end 
of trouble with the Socialists, because they 
see in fétes at Versailles rapprochement 
with royalists and with the ultra mon- 
archists, because they consider the opening 
of the Trianon to the public a desecration 
of what they almost consider & martyr’s 
shrine, and some of the proudest Duchesses 
in France staid away and gave themselves 


aristocracy danced, played, and sung in one 
of the most picturesquely beautiful spots in 
France. Marie Antoinette’s pathetic tribute 
to the doctrines of Jean Jacques Rousseau, 
whose works were responsible for the turn- 
ing of the royal family away from closely 
pruned trees and flowers, and leading them 
into a love of the untrimmed natural beau- 
ties of trees and flowers, a culture of the rus- 
tic which was the vogue towards the end of 
the eighteenth century. 

For ordinary street and reception tol- 
lets the modernized Marie Antoinette will, 
of course, take preference over the genuine 
styles of the epoch, for while such garments 
were charming for a costumed fete they 
would be quite out of place on the street 
or even in the salon, save for a fancy dress 
ball.
